Three boxcars were loaded with 1120 ore crates each, while the fourth 
boxcar was loaaea with 1000 cylindrical ore canisters. 

Eighteen of these boxcars were assembled in the Wfistenbrand (approximately 8 km 
east of Siegraar-Schdnau ) freight yard and shunted in groups of six, via the 
iegmar-jchdnau rail yard, to the Uanderer-iJerke railroad yard loading platforms 
and xoaaea as aescribed in paragraph 2. Subsequently, th ee boxcars, carrying 
approximately 30 Russian soldiers and four officers, were coupled to the train”
